N April, 1002, -when tho late Pope 


Leo XIII. wns In practically per- 
fect health and there was no 
probability that hln brilliant reign 


•would be so soon cut short by the grim 
reaper, the pontiff remarked In a seri- 
ous conversation with Father I'erosl, 
the Italian priest whose musical com- 
positions hare made him famous the 
•world over, that he wns convinced that 
his successor would be Cardinal Sarto, 
the patriarch of A'cnlce. 
When the 


recent conclave went Into session there 
peemed little probability tlmt Leo's 
prophecy would be fulfilled, for Rum- 
polls seemed to have nn almost com- 
manding lend among the members of 
the college of cardinals, with OreBlla, 
<3ottl and Seraflno Vannutelll as strong 
possibilities. Besides UIOBC, there wore 
several others who were thought to be 
likely candidates In case the rivalry 
among the leaders should become so 
intense as to make the election of any 
one of them Impossible. But Surto's 
name wns scarcely mentioned except 
jimoDg the most reverent who remem- 
bered the prediction of Pope Leo and 
those who wore mindful of the popu- 
larity in the Catholic church of Cardi- 
nal Sarto. which by many was regard- 
ed as 
being second not even to 


that of Leo himself. Cardinal Sarto. 
now Tope Plus X.. erldently did not 
seriously consider himself as one of the 
papablll, for the evening before his 
election he declared. In speaking to a 
friend who had suggested tlmt he 
might be the nest pope, that when he

Pope Plus X. IK sixty-eight years 


old. He was born at Rlese, In the prov- 
ince of Venice, and was cdm-atrd In 
the Shleslan Institute at Cottolcino, 
founded by the famous Dam Bosco. He 
WIIK always of a serious, turn of mind 
and when a young man his rector said 
to him that he bad "never been a 
child." 


Cardinal Snrto wns not "discovered" 


until he had reached middle ago. He 
was a parish priest In the province of 
Venice for the most of his years and 
finally became a bishop. His high ex- 
ecutive <]imlltlon and unexcelled learn- 
ing became known coon after his ele- 
vation and were recognized by the au- 
thorities of the cliun-li. 
It was not 


until 1803 that IIP wax created a cardi- 
nal, at which time ho was alxo mimed 
as patriarch of Venice. 
Thus the 


modest but able parish priest became 
the head of the province In which he 
had served so many years In n lowly 
position.. His selection was made by 
the consistory of 481)3, which was com- 
pelled to sue the throne for the privi- 
lege of Installing him as patriarch of 
Venice. In return for thin concession, 
which was made through 
Premier 


Crlspl, the church appointed an ecclesi- 
astical vicar apostolic In northeastern 
Africa to assist the premier In his pet 
scheme of extending the African colo- 
nies. 


Cardinal Sarto had not boon In otllce 


his availability was commented upon 
by the really thoughtful wrltpre more 
frequently than that of any other car- 
dinal. As an example, a special cor- 
respondent of a prominent American 
dally last April wrote as follows to his 
paper concerning Cardinal Snrto and 
the papacy: 


"It Is Cardinal Gulseppc Sarto, tho 


patriarch of Venice, the friend and 
patron of Abbe Porosl. the composer, 
who Is at the present moment regard- 
ed not only throughout Italy, but like- 
wise In the principal capitals of Eu- 
rope, ns destined to become the next 
pope. So little has been heard of him 
until now In connection with the papal 
succession that he may be regarded In 
the light of a dark horse In the race, 
which Is perhaps due to the fact that 
he rarely goes to Rome, that he has 
never been a resident of the Eternal 
City, and that from the time of his be- 
ing appointed vicar general of the dio- 
cese of Trevlso uutll now ho has held 
steadily aloof from all the projects of 
tho curia. 


"The vast majority of the Italian car- 


dinals, and especially those who. form- 
ing part of the curia, ore established 
In the Ktvrnnl City, have won their 
promotion to tho sacred college as 
tnembers of the diplomatic servlw of 
the papacy rather than us priests. And 
when a prelate has spent the greater 
portion of Ills' life In diplomacy, nnd 
has found It the stepping stone to high 
honors. It naturally leaves him nt tbo 
close of his career us representative of 
tho Vatican abroad, with a greater

Sarto Is Pope Plus X.. and the Koman 
Catholic church Is satisfied that t he- 
progress made during the reign of 
Leo XIII. Is to be continued and per- 
haps amplified under the administra- 
tion of the present pontllT. 


Pope Leo's prediction was considered 


remarkable by reason of the fact 'that 
because of Sarto'H position with refer- 
ence to n modus vlvundl between the 
-church and the state ho seemed to be 
•on that Important point directly op- 
posed to Leo. For Instance, Cardinal 
Sarto publicly announced his Joy when 
there were strong probabilities of a 
union iM-twoeii church and state, and 
Ills accession to the pontificate has long 
bceii regarded In certain, quartern as 
the solution of the Roman problem so 
long unsolved'and so long a cause of 
dissension over all Italy, totsay nothing 
of Its bea'rlng upon the attitude of oth- 
er Catholic countries. Cardinal Sarto 
Is noted for his prudence, having never 
meddled with politics, and for extreme 
independence. He Is also a patron of 
thu arts, and launched Kiitlier Lorenzo 
I'oroal. the celebrated priest composer. 


The cardinal Is recognized as one of 


the most learned men In the church. 
He Is a stickler for tho exact truth :is 
between the church and the people, and 
won much renown some yours ago by 
destroying certain relics of doubtful 
authenticity. 
Ho brings to his high 


ofllce a character of most attractive 
modesty, unusual uneryy In the direc- 
tion of matters largo and small, the 
talents of a fine administrative olllcer 
11 ml the first qualities of an organizer. 
Iti addition to Ids abilities and his un 
duubtvd Christian character, tho car- 


• dlual is, from the sweetness of his 


more than a year before he publicly de- 
clared for a union between church and 
state, speaking In no uncertain way. 
Ills utterances created a great sensa- 
tion, and It WHS folt that ho might have 
offended the holy father by the fervor 
of Ills words. 
Apparently ho received 


the silent approbation of tho pope. In 
whoso estimation he ever held u firm 
place. 


It was said at the time that Cardinal 


Sarto made his public announcement 
that the Austrian nnd Prussian ambas- 
sadors at the Vatican wore endeavor- 
lug to Induce the pupal authorities to 
nsree to n modus vlvendl. 
Emperor 


Kninels Joseph Is reported to have 
written several letters to the pope with 
this end In view, nnd Emperor William 
of fiormnny Is siild to have been equal- 
ly anxious to bring about an under- 
s'tandlng between the Vatican nnd the 
Italian government. 


For more than three decades n gulf 


has yawned between the rival palaces 
of king and pope, a gulf material and 
political. 
For thirty-five yours—since 


the Italians battered down tho massive 
walls near the old Portu Phi—earnest 
men and noble women of all parties 
have been dreaming and hoping that 
the mighty breach between victors nnd 
vanquished might In some way be 
closed. 


It was snld of Pope Leo that in 1878, 


when he had Just succeeded Pope Plm 
IX., he longed for some amicable ar- 
rangement with the Italians, but If 
he did reasons of state outweighed his 
private wish. He wns silent, uud thus 
pledged himself to the no compromise 
party. 


It Is strange that while Sarto was 


never seriously considered by the pub- 
lic nt Inrge or by the ordinary press 
correspondents us a papal probability.

The man 
who firi>d the shots struggled di'pyer- 
ately, but was soon overcome, hand- 
cuffed, and taken to the prefecture. 


The man said his name was San- 


valre Plcolo. He spoke French with a 
strong Italian accent. He denied that 
be had fired the shots, but when 
searched a revolver was found with 
two chambers which had been recently 
fired. •

Rome. Aug. 10.—The ceremony of 


the coronation of Pope Plus X. took 
.place Sunday In the hasillca of St. 
Fetor's In the presence of the princes 
and high dignitaries of the church, dip- 
lomats and Roman r.ohlcs, and with 
all the solemnity and splendor associ- 
ated with this, the most magnlficect 
rite In the Roman Catholic churrli. 


As Cardinal Macclil. the dean of the 


cardinal-deacons, placed 
the 
triple 


crown on the head of the' venerabli 
pontiff, the thronp of 70,000 persons 
gathered within the cathedral burst 
into unrestrained 
acclamations, 
the 


choir Intoned a hymn of triumph and 
the bells of Rome rang out a joyful 
peal. 


Outsiders Take Part. 


It is fifty-seven years since the Rom- 


ans and Europe assisted at such a 
function In St. Peter's. 
The great 


basilica, popularly supposed never to 
have been quite full, was overflowing 
•with humanity.

bewildering mixture of gold, red and 
silver, was erected In front of the high 
altar.

ceremonious occasions' there were no 
galleries, and the basilica consequent- 
ly bore more of Its normal aspect. On 
the altar, which was dressed In white, 
stood the famous silver gilt 'candle- 
sticks and a magnificent crucifix. 


Great Crowds. 


When the doors of St. Peter's wero 


opened the Inrush was terrific:, many 
who started from the'bottom of the 
steps outside were lifted off their feet 
and carried Into the cathedral. It was 
a great human torrent let loose, thou- 
sands of people rushing, crushing and 
squeezing amid screams, protests, ges- 
ticulations and cries for help. 
But 


once In the whirlpool there was no 
escape and the compactness of the 
•crowd proved to be the safety of those 
caught In It. 


Women 
fainted In comparatively 


large numbers, and even men were 
overcome 'by the heat, but no serious 
accidents 'were reported. 
Fortunately, 


there were very few children present. 
After their entrance the people had 
further long hours of waiting, and It 
Is computed that the majority were 
on their feet altogether ten hours— 


• 
. flve before the ceremony and another 
five hours while It lasted. 


Papal Precession. 


Inside the Vatican palace {here -was 


no less movement and bustle as the 
papal procession, composed of about 
COO persons, all of whom had gathered 
early In the apostolic palaces, was 
formed. 
The pope seemed to be the 


only one tranquil among them all. He 
rose unu£imlly 'early and took a stroll 
In the vatlcal garden. Then he allowed 
himself to be dressed by the cardinals. 
He evinced no nervousness, and even 


. said jokingly to the master of cere- 


monies, who the other day suggested 
that he should use the plural form In 
speaking of himself: 
"We feel very 


well this morning, but we may be dif- 
ferent on returning from our corona- 
' tlon." 


The procession was a long time get- 


ting under way, but afterward, as It 
moved through the magnificent halls 
and corridors of the Vatican. It re- 
called former days, when all was color 
and picturesque-ness wlthlr. the palace. 


Start of the Cortege. 


The central figure-In the long cor- 


tege was Plus X borne In the sedla 
gestatorla. 
His heavy white 
robes 


and the red and gold miter were worn 
•without an effort, making a vivid-con- 
trast to those memorable occasions on 
•which Pope Leo XIII wore them, for 
Leo seemed always unable to support 
their weight. Over the pontiff's head 
a canopy was held by eight men, while 
the historic feather fans with peacock 
tips gave a touch of barbaric splendor 
to western eyes. 


Surrounding Pope Plus were the no- 


ble guard In new red uniforms and 
gleaming helmets and carrying drawn 
swards, while In front marched the 
cardinals, a gorgeous bit of color with 
many handsome faces among them, 
the cardinal-bishops In their capes; 
the cardinal-priests, wcarlrlg chasubles 
and the cardinal-deacons In their del- 
matlcs. Another figure which evoked 
murmurs of admiration and craning of 
necks was the chaplain In his crimson 
cope, proudly hearing the cushion on 
•which reposed the famous triple crown 
so goon to rest on the head of Plus. 
He was accompanied by the pontifical 
Jeweler and by a special guard com- 
posed of Swiss and was followed by 
the choir of the Slstlne chapel, which 
sang as It went along. 


People Are Enthusiastic. 


The people In 
the 
basilica had 


meantime become Impatient, and whon 
the gleaming cross -.'lilch preceded tht) 
cortege was seen It was greeted with 
great applause. On the appearance of 
the pontiff himself It seemed as thouph 
the people would seek to carry him In 
their arms, so great was their enthus- 
iasm. 
Cries of "Plus, our pope, our 


father." and "Long live Plus X." wore 
raised, notwithstanding the large pla- 
cards posted all over the basilica say- 
Ing: "Acclamations 
are 
forbidden." 


The cries continued until the pontiff 
was compelled to rise and bless th* 
multitude. Silence was obtained, when 
the choir announced Its entrance with 
the rebounding notes of the 
"Ecce 


Sacerdos Magnus." which were accom- 
panied by the sweet notes of the sil- 
ver trumpets. 


Observe Quaint Custom. 


A quaint ceremony was then carried 


•ut.. The master of. 'the ceremonies 


knelt throe times before the pontiff, 
each tlmo lighting a handful of hemp 
which surmounted a silver torch, and 
as the flame Hashed and then died out 
he chanted "pater nancto, sic transit 
gloria mundl" (holy father, thus pad- 
seth away the glory of the world). 


The procession then prociwlcd, the 


pope's face meanwhile Illuminated by 
a smile. At the chapel of the micni- 
ment there was another halt, and Ills 
holiness left the s»dla gcstatorln nncl 
prayed at tho altar. 
On re-ontorlng 


the'chalr he was carried to tho din net 
of St. Gregory, where he outdated at 
a mass, being assisted by Cardinals 
Macclil. Dl Plotro. Sogna anil Vniinii- 
tell!. Then all tho oanlhmU donned 
their silver copes and whlt«« miters and 
the pope \viis borne to tho throne amid 
renewed acclamations and waving of 
handkerchiefs, fans and hats. 
' 


Receives the Pallium. 


From the throne Plus X.. surrounded 


by his suite, walked to the high altar 
standing over the crypt of St. IVter 
Into which meanwhile Cardinal Mocc.hl 
descended to pray. The altar WIIH Hiir- 
mounted by a lialdacchlno mipported 
by four historic bronze pillars tiilien 
from the Parthenon. Tho appearance 
of the popo In that elevated position 
called forth another burst of enthus- 
iasm. The pope then blessed the altar, 
and after saying the "Indnlgnnllnm" 
the maniple, a symbol of tho cord with 
which Christ was bound on Ills rap- 
ture, was placed, with great ceremony, 
upon the pope's arm. At the same time 
prayers for the coronation wero ro- 
cited by Ca^lnals VannutelJI. Moccn- 
nl. Agllardl 
and 
Satolll. Returning 


from the crypt. Cardinal Macchl placed 
upon the shoulders of tho pope the 
pontifical pallium and attached It with 
three golden jeweled pins, saying: 


"Receive this sacred pallium as a 


symbol of the fullness of tho pontifical 
office. In honor of Almighty God. the 
most glorious Virgin Mary, His moth- 
er, the blessed apostles. St. Peter and 
St. Paul, and the holy Roman Catholic 
church," 


Mats Is Celebrated. 


Mass wrt3 then celebrated with great 


pomp and ceremony, the voice of the 
popo becoming gradually more 
firm 


and sonorous until It WBH even audible 
In the most' distant corner of the Im- 
mense church. Following this. Cardinal 
Macchl performed the rite of Incens- 
ing the pope, whom he subsequently 
kissed three times on the cheeks and 
chest, as did Cardinals Segna and 
Vannutelll. 


Upon the pope's return to tho throne 


the 
cardinals 
offered 
their S last 


obedience to the pontiff, kissing his 
hand and fe- 
and being embraced by 


him twice In turn. 
Th«> bishops and 


archbishops kissed his foot and right 
knee, while the abbots klHucd only htx 
foot. The holy father then walked to 
the fibrlno ot St. Peter for the culmin- 
ating rites of the extremely fatiguing 
ceremony. The whole naered college 
gathered .about the pcve. ringing Pul- 
estrlua's "Cori.nu At:: en isipvr Caput 
EJtis," while the choir burnt forth Into 
song. 
Cardinal Mncchl then recited 


the "Pater Nosier" and offered prayer. 


. Plus Is Crowned. 


Cardinal Deacon Segna then raised 


the pontiff's mitre, and Senior Cardi- 
nal Deacon Macchl placed on the; von- 
'erable white head the triple crown. At 
this moment tho church wn« filled with 
the ringing of bells, the blowing of sil- 
ver trumpets, the triumphant Htralns 
of the choir and tho acclamation* of 
the multitude which could no longer be 
repressed. When comparative silence 
had been restored Cardinal Mucchl ad- 
dressd the pope In Latin, JIK follows: 


"Receive the tiara ornamented with 


three crowns. Remember tbou arc the 
father of princes and klngH, the rector 
of the world, the vicar on earth of our 
Savior, .ICPUS Christ, who Is the honor 
and glory of all countries." 


Pope Plu» was quite overcome and 


had scarcely strength left to Impart 
the npostollr benediction. Cardinals 
March! and Segna granted a plenary 
Indulgence to all present, and tho pro- 
cession then reformed and loft the 
basilica In the same form UK It came. 


The popo was visibly fatigued, and 


his right hand shook as )».> raised It 
tlmo after time to bestow hln blearing. 


When the ceremony was over all the 


exits to tho Imslllcn wore upitnud, and 
within less than an hour the VUHI en- 
"Jiedral was empty.
